No, ADM / LAW / SIT / 193 ( II ) ( 5 /81, In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Section 23 of thc Suppression of Im 
moral Traffic in Women and Girls Act, 1956 as amended 
by the Suppression of Immoral Traffic in Women and Girls 
( Amendment ) Act, 1978 , the Administrator , Dudra and 
Nagar Haveli is pleased to makc the following rules , namely ; 
Short title and commencement 

1. ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli (Suppression of Immoral Traffic in Women and Girls ) 
Rules , 1981, 


( h ) Superintendent except in the expression Superin 

tendent of Police means the principal officer in 
charge of a protective home or corrective institution 
and includes any person specially appointed to dis 
charge the functions of a Suppression under thene 

rulcs . 
Manner of notifying public places 

3 . A copy of every order of the District Magistrate notify 
ing a place to be a public place under section 7 ( 1 ) shall 
be affixed to a conspicuous part of the public place so notified 
and also the court houso of the District Magistrate . 


Placing of girls in safe cusody 

4 . ( 1 ) Where a responsible and trustworthy person belong 
in to the same religious persuation as that of a girl produced 
before a Magistrate under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 17 is 
willing to take charge of the girl and the Magistrate , acting 
under sub -section ( 1 ) or sub -section ( 3 ) of that section , 
passes an order placing the girl in the safe custody of that 
person , such person shall execute before the Magistrate an 
lindertaking in Foim I.

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once . 
2 . In these rules , unless the context otherwise requires -- 
( a ) Act means the Suppression of Immoral Traffic in 

Women and Girls Act, 1956 as amended by the 
Suppression of Immoral Traffic in Women and Girls 

(Amendment ) Act, 1978 ; 
( b ) Administrator means Administrator of Dadra and 

Nagar Haveli ; 
( c ) Board means the Board of Visitors appointed by 

the Administrator under rule 41 ; 
( d ) Chief Inspector means the person appointed as 

such by the Administrator to discharge the func 

tions of the Chief Inspector under these rules ; 
( e ) Licence means a licence granted under section 21 ; 
(f ) Form means a form appended to these rules ; 

( g ) Section means a section of the Act ; and

( 2 ) If the person in whose custody the girl is placed is 
no longer willing to fulfil the conditions of the undertaking, 
he / she may apply to the Magistrate for releasing him /her 
froin the obligation to keep the girl in his / her custody . 
Detention of wonian or girl in a protective home or corrective 
institution 

5. Where , in pursuance of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 104 , 
or sub - section ( 4 ) of section 17 . O sub section ( 3 ) of section 
19 , " Magistrate passes an order directing that a woman or 
girl be dethrined in a protective home or corrective institu 
lion , a warrant of detention in Form II shall be prepared in 
runlicate and shall be forwarded to the Superintendent of 

the protective home or corrective institution , whọ shall retain 
(45 ) 
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onc copy and return the other to the Magistrate aftor making 
an endorscment there- in that thc woman or girl reforted to 
in the warrant has been duly taken in his /her charge . 


Admission into protective homes or corrective institutions. 

8 . ( 1 ) On the admission of a woman or girl into a pro 
tective home or corrective institution under the provisions 
of the Act, sho shall be examined by the Superintendent, who 
shall record in the Inmate s Register in Form VI the particul 
lars required to be shown in that register . 

( 2 ) Tho woman or girl adinitted into a protective bomo 
or corrective institution shall then be supplied with a new 
sct of clothes and the clothes wom by her at the time of 
admission shall be destroyed , if they are in rages or in filthy 
and verminous conditions. The clothing of every women and 
girl to be detained for a period of two years or more shall , 
if they are not liable to be destroyed , be gold and the pro 
ceeds credited to the personal account of the woman or girl, 
in all other cases , the clothings of a woman or girl shall be 
returned to the parents, guardians or relatives of the woman 
or girl and if it is not possible to do - so , shall be washed , tied 
lp in it bundle and stored and returned to the woman or 
girl on her discharge. She shall also be given a bath , which 
shall be of a disinfecting nature , 


Notification of residence , etc ., by convicted offenulers. 

6 . ( 1 ) A convicted offender who has been ordered by the 
court under section 11 to notify his / her residence or any 
change of, or absence from such residence shall , immediately 
after his /hor relcase , report himself /hersell to the 
police officer having jurisdiction over his / her place 
of residetice and sh :1:11 also cave his /her correct 

udress with such police officer . Thereafter , he / she shall 
report himself / herself to such police oflicer. Once 
in cvery month till the expiry of the period for which he / she 
is required to notify his /her residence . 

( 2 ) When any such offender intends to change his / her 
place of residence , he / she shall intimate his /her intention 
to the police officer having jurisdiction over his /her placo 
of residence and also furnish to him /her the correct address 
of thc intended placo of residence . In every such case , the 
Police Oficer shall send to the police officer having jurisdic 
tion over the new place of residenco a report of the intended 
change of residence together with full particulars of the 
convicted offender. 

( 3 ) As soon as the offender takes up his / her residence 
in the new place , he /she shall report bimself / herself to the 
police officer having jurisdiction over that place and shall 
also report himself / herself to guch officer once in every month 
till the expiry of the period for which he / she is required to 
notify his /her rosidence . 

( 4 ) If, for any reason , the offender does not change his / 
her place of residence as originally intended , he /she shall 
report the fact to the police officer having jurisdiction to 
gether with the reasons for such change of intention , 

( 5 ) The provisions of sub -rules (2 ) , (3 ) and (4 ) shall 
apply to temporary absence from the place of residence for 
any period exceeding seven days : 

Provided that , io the case of temporary absence , the con 
victed offender shall again report to tho police officer as soon 
as he / she return to the usual place of residence. 


( 3 ) The Superintendent or some other official of the pro 
tective home or correctivo institution considerod suitable by 
such Superintendent, shall then take the woman or girl to 
the nearest hospital for examination . If there is no hospital 
within a reasonable distance , the medical examination of the 
woman or girl shall be conducted hy the nearest qualified 
lady doctor, 

( 4 ) Women or girls found to be suffering from any vene 
real disease shall be kept , as far as possible , separato from 
the other inmates of the protective home or correctivo insti 
tuțion . Wonien or girls suffering from minor ailments shall 
be treated by the Medical officer of the protective homo or 
corrective institution . If any woman or girl is suffering from 
serious illness , she shall be taken to the nearest hospital for 
admission and a report shall immediately be sent to the Dis 
trict Magistrate . A copy of the report shall be simultaneously 
sent to the Chicf Inspector, 
Admission of children accompanying inmates into protective 
homes or corrective institution . 

9. ( 1 ) A child below seven years of age in the care of 
its mother who is detained or ordered to be kept in the 
protective home or corrective institution may also be admit 
ted to the home or institution along with her , if it cannot 
be placed with its relatives or otherwise properly provided 
for . If any question arises -as to whether a child is below 
seven years of wge or 1: 07 , such question shall be determined 
hy the Superintendent. 


( 6 ) Any person who commits a breach of any of the sub 
rule ( 1 ) to (5 ) shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to two hundred and fifty rupees , Explanation : - - In 
this rule , Police officer means tho ofilcer in charge of a 
police station . 


Licensing of Protective homes and corrective Institution 

7 . ( 1 ) Application for a licence under section 21 (3 ) shall 
he made in Form TI to the Administrator , 


( 2 ) A child born in the home or in titution after the 
admission of the inmate into the protective home or correc 
tive institution may remain with her . 


( 2 ) On receipt of an application for 2 liconce , the AA 
ministrator shall cause full and coinplete investigation to be 
made through an officer or authority apnointed in his h - half. 
hefore issuing the licence . The said officer or authority be 
for reporting on tho orplication to the Administrator shall 
record the statement of the applicant or applicant and the 
spccial police officer appointed for the grce . In addition , he 
17:2y make enquiries from such social welfare workers or 
respectable persons of the locality as he may deem necessary . 
The Administrator, if satisfied , that the applicant or appli 
cants is or are fit person or persons to whom liccnco may be 
granted may grant a licence in Form IV , which is granted will 
remain in force for a period of ond year. 


( 3 ) No child shall be kept in the protective bomo or 
corrective institution if it has coniplcted the age of geven 
years . On a chill completing such age . the Superintendent 
shall intimate the fact to the Chief Inspector with a view to 
his / her making arrangements , if possible , to place the child 
with its relatives or to producing it before the Child Welfare 
Board / Children s Court / Juvenile Court Constituted under the 
Children Act for such order as may be deemed fit by tho 
conipetent authority under the Children Act. 


( 4 ) A child kept in the protective home or corrective 
Institution shall be allowed such diet and clothing as the 
predical officer attached to the home or institution may 
think fit. 


Cuse record 


( 3 ) An applicaion for the renewal of a licence shall bo 
made in Form V at least thirty days before the date of its 
expiration . The licence may thereupon be renewed for a 
like period . 

( 4 ) No licence issued or renewed und të this rule shall 
la transferable . 

( 5 ) The inanagement of every licenced home shall, wherc 
ver practicable , be entrusted to woman , 


10 . A record comprising of a history ticket in Form VII 
and other information regarding the study. classification and 
placement of the inmate and her responsiveness to institu 
tional treatment shall be maintained in respect of each 
inmate .

Strength of establishment of protective home or corrective 
institution 

12 . The strength of the establishment including executive , 
clerical and correctional personnel of each protective home 
or corrective institution whether cstabliened or licensed by 
the Admnistrator shall be determined by the Administrator 
from time to time in consultation with the Chiel Inspector. 
The Administrator in consultion with the Chict Inspector. 
may also assign duties to them . Necessary arrangements for 
medical and of the inmates shall be made by the Adininistrator 
112 conşullation with the Chuct Inspector . 

13 . ( 1 ) Each protective home or corrective institution 
shall be headed by a whole -ume Superintendent , preferably a 
woman , who is professionally trained in Social Work or has 
{ wide experience in women welfare . la performing his / ner 
duties the Superintendent shall be assisted , besides exccutive 
and clerical statt , by as many specialists , such as , case 
workers , psychologists , clc . , as considered necessary by the 
Administrator, for bomc or institution under his / her charge . 
The Superintendent shall generally be responsible for the 
observance of all rules and orders , the supervision of the 
subordinate staff and the maintenance of disciplinc among 
the inmates . He / sho shull , in his / her own handwriting , 
maintain an office journal in which shall be recorded duily 
every occurrence of importance connected with the manage 
ment of the home or institution , which is not otherwise dis 
posed in the register of correspondence and which it is desir 
able to note for future guidance . The Journal shall be for 
warded to the Chief Inspector at thc end of each month , who 
shall immediately return it after perusal with such remarks 
is he, she may consider pecessary . 

( 2 ) The Superintendent of it corrective institution shall 
pity special attention to the individual problems of cach in 
mate under his / her charge and for this purpose he / she shall 
onsure that i systematic programme of study , tlassification , 
placement , recovery , re - education and rehabilitation is planned 
for them .

(x ) the Superintendent shall be responsible for all the 

property of the protective home or correctve insti 

tution and all money and stores received , 
Weekly Inspections, 

15 . ( i) On one morning in every week , which shall lis 
ually be Monday , the Superintendent shall hold it thorough 
inspection of all the inmates al which the Melical Officer 
shall also be present. At each such inspection the Super 
intendent shall satisfy himself, herself 
(a ) that every inmate is provided with proper clothing 

and bodding: 
(b ) that they are clean and tidy; and 
( c ) that the rules and orders applicable to inmates «l o 

being carried out . 
( 2 ) The Superintendent shall, at every such inspection , 
hcar and cnquire into any complaints and icquests chat the 
inmates may wish to makc . It shall be his / her duty to 
hear thc complaints and requests of inmates patiently und 
to afford them reasonable facilitics for making such cool 
plaints and requests . 


Duties of Superintendent, 


( 3 ) Nothing in this rule shall debar any inmate from 
making a coniplaint or request to the Superintendent at other 
limes than at the weekly inspection , and it shall bc thie 
luty of every member of the staff to produce before the 
Superintendent without delayinyininate dcsiriog to 10 
hun / her . 
Documents to be kept in the personal custody of the Super 
intendent. 

16 . The following documents shall be kept in the personul 
custody of the Superintendent : 

( a ) Contract agrcement bonds . 
( b ) Contractors and subordinates security deposit ru 

ceipts or post office saving bank account books and 

post office cash certificates . 
Previous sanction required to leave station by Supcrinterent 

17 . Without the written sanction of the Chief Inspector , 
the Superintendent shall, on no account, absent himself / 
herself from tho station . 
office order book . 

18 . The Superintendent shall maintain an order book for 
the protective home or correctivo institution in which be! 
sho shall record all standing orders issucd to his / her sub 
ordinates from time to time. I lc /She shail by an order allol 
the various duties to his / her subordinates and may, by 
Subsequent order , vary such allotments as and wlien coasi 
dered necessary . 


14 . The following duties , in addition to other duties assign 
ed by the Administrator from time to time, appertain to the 
Superintendent: 
(i) the Superintendent sball be in charge of general 

supervision and sanitution of the home and the health 

of inmates ; 
( ii ) the Superintendent shall make an optimum use of 

the institutional resources in providing to inmates 
the requisite opportunities for personality icon 

struction and reformative treatment ; 
( iii ) the Superintendent shall be responsible for the dis 

ciplinc of the subordinate staff ; 
( iv ) the Superintendent shall be in charge of maintain 

ing general accounts , disbursing bills, custody of 
jewellery , cash and other belongings of the in 

mates ; 
( v ) the Superintendent shall be in charge of office cor 

respondence and public relations ; 
( vi ) the Superintendent shall arrange meetinys of tho 

Board of Visitors and submit immediately the re 

ports of the mectings to the chief Inspoctor ; 
( vii ) the Superintendent shall make surprise inspection 

of provision stores at least once a month , shall 
visit the hono o institution at unspecified hours 
at least twicc a month during night and check 

that every thing is in order . 
( viii ) the Superintendent shall be responsible for submitt 

ing statements and results under these Rules in 
addition to such statements and returns as may be 
prescribed by the Administrator in consultation 

with thc Chic Inspector from time to time; 
( iv ) the Suncrintendent shall be responsible for the pur 

chase of provisjons as per the orders issued by the 
Chicf Inspector from time to timo. Ho /She shall 
also see the rations weighed and served out to the 


Duties of the Medical Officer of protective home or correc 
tive institution . 

19 . ( 1 ) In addition to such other duties ils may be assiya 
ed to the Medical Ollicer of a protective home or corrective 
institution by the Administrator from time to timc in con 
sultation with the Chief Inspector, the Medical Officer shall 
visit the protective home or corrective institution every day 
cxcept on Sundays and other holidays ; on Sunduys and holi 
days also , when necessary . He / She shall attend to the health 
and cleanlinçss of the inmates , the treatment of the sich , 
the sanitation of the protective homcs or corrective institu 
tion , general inspection and surpervision of food and all 
other matters connected directly or indirectly with the heulth 
of the staff and inmates of the home or institution . 

(2 ) On each visit to the protective home or correctivu 
institution , the Medical Officer shall enter his / her remarks 
in the register in Form LX . 

( 3 ) During the absence of the Superintenulent on short 
lcavo other than casual leavc ) or during & Vacancy in the 
post of the Superintendent for a short period , and if there 
is no Deputy Superintendent to hold her / his chargc ile 
Medical Officer , with the previous approval of the Chici 
Inspector, may act, if called upon to do so , as the Superin 
tendent, in addition to his / her own duties .

Education and trusning of inmates of protective honies and 
corrective Institutions. 

20 . ( 1 ) Provision shall be made for general education and 
training programmes in all protective homes and corrective 
institutions . Hach protective home or corrective institution 
shall , as far as possible , provide for vocational training of 
inmates in keeping with their aptitudes, interests and rehabi 
litative requirements. All inmates , unless physically incapa 
ble , diseased or sick , shall be engaged on constructive work . 

( 2 ) Each protective homc or Corrective institution shall 
bo provided with such facilities of education and training 
as approved by the Chief Inspector. The curricula of cducation 
and vocational training to be followed in a protective home 
of corrective institution shall be drawn in consultation with 
the Director of I ducation or the Director of Employment 
or Training or other concerned departments of the Union 
Territory Auministration , as the case may be. If found 
necessary the facilities for education and vocatioal training 
available in the community shall also be purposefully avail 
od of for the bencfit of inmates with the approval of the 
Chief Inspector . 

( 3 ) Adequate number of truining teachers and qualified 
instructor s still be appointed for imparting education and 
vocational training to the inmates . In an emergency , such 
toachers and instructors may be directed by the Superinten 
dent to attend to the cxccutive or administrative duties as 
well . 
Daily rounne of protective home and corrective institutions . 

21 . ( 1 ) The daily routine of the inmates shall be fixed 
by the Superintendent with the approval of the Chief Ins 
pector, gcnerully on the following lines ; 
5 . 30 a . m . to 6 : 30 a . m . in warm visit to latrine, ablution , 
months and 6 . 30 a . m . to 7 . 30 

bath and toilet , etc .

22 . ( 1 ) The jumales of protective homes and correctional 
institutions shall be provided with a balanced , nutritious and 
wholesomo dict in accordance with the scale prescrbed by 
the Administrator from time to time. The scale of diet 
shall generally conform to the following requirements ;

23 . ( l ) The inmates of the protective home or corrective 
institution shall be provided with clothing , bedding and 
other articles in accordance with the scale prescribed by the 
Administrator from time to time, on the following basis ;

( 2 ) Each inmate shall be supplied with one steel box , 
one plate , one mug, ong bowl, one comb and one mirror. 
For the puịpose of washing clothes , one bar of washing 
soap per month , and for bathing purposo one cake of soap 
per month be supplied to her . Further , she shall be provid 
cd with 5 grams of oil daily for oil bath . Tooth -powder , 
twigs, or other means of cleaning teeth shall also be given 
for daily use, 

( 3 ) All articles of inmates clothing, bedding , etc . shall 
be washed and exposed to the sun and disinfected and fumi 
gated at fixed intervals . All such articles shall be sterilised 
before initial use and subsequent issue .

Living space for Inmates of protective homes and corrective 
listltutions, 

25 . Every inmate shall have a separate bed with a floor 
space of not less than 2 . 5 metres X 1 . 5 metres per bed . A 
place shall be alloted for every inmate in the dormitory , 
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Religious and moral Instructions. 


25 . A . ( 1 ) The protective homes and corrective instityl 
lions shall not be used as a means of fostering any one 
religion at the expense of others and the principle of sccu 
larism shall be maintained strictly . 

( 2 ) Religious and moral instructions to inmates of pro 
tective homes and corrective institutions shall be allowed on 
condition that no proselytising is carried on under the doak 
of such instructions and that nothing is done to take the 
inmates away from the religion professed by them . These 
instructions may be in form of : meditation ; group prayers ; 
devotional songs which can be recited by persons of all 
relisions ; selected reading of literature dealing with cithers 
and universal principles of religion ; study of the lives of 
saints, social reformers and moral teachers ; and moral lec 
tures , talks and discourses . 

( 3 ) The Superintendent shall endeavour to secure the 
services of honorary moral teachers and instrutions; and in 
their absence , the senior members of the stall , preferably 
the teachers, shall be deputed to impart religious and moral 
instructions to the inmates of their own faith at lcast one 
a week . 


( iii ) and 


Transfer of inmates. 

30 . ( 1 ) The Chief Inspector may at his own or on the 
report of the Superintendent order transfer of any or girl 
detained in a protective home or corrective institution , to : 
( i ) another protective bome or corrective institution , 

as the case may be, if such a transfer is consider 
ed nccessary for the welfare of the inmate or in 
the interest of the institutional discipline or for 
want of proper accommodation ; and the ground on 
which the transfer is made shall be recorded in 

writing , 
( ii ) a corrective institution from a protective home if the 

attitude , behaviour and conduct of the woman or 
girl is such that she requires an intensive borrective 

treatment. 
( iii ) a protective home from a corrective institution if 

the attitudo behaviour and conduct of the woman 
Or girl and other relevant circumstances including 
the kind of facilities required by he wallant such a 
transfer .

or cxorcising bad influence upon other inmates of the home or 
institution or whoso presence becomes detrimental to the dis 
cipline of the home or institution , and the court may there 
upon , if satisfied , convert the balance of her detention period 
in a home or institution or part thereof into a term of im 
prisonment : 


( 4 ). The selection of honorary moral teachers and instruc 
tion shall be made by the Chief Jaspector in consultation 
with District Magistrate . 


( 5 ) The Chief Inspector may remove from the list of 
honorary moral teachers and instructors the name of any 
such teacher or instructor if he / she is found unsuitable for 
the purpose . 


Librunes for protective homes and corrective Institution . 

26 . Every protective home or corrective institution shall 
be provided with a library of suitable books and periodicals 
with a catalogue . The choice of books and periodicals shall 
be made by the Superintendent and approved by the Chief 
Inspector in keeping with the requirements of character 
building and sell- improvement of inmates .

Any inmate whose attendance is required before the 
police or before a court shall be permitted to leave the pro 
tective home or cortoctive institution for the purpose only 
on receipt of a written requisition signed by the Commis 
sioner of Police or by a police oſlicer not below the rank 
of a Deputy Superintendent of police as authoriscd by the 
Copimissioner of Police or of a summons issued by the court 
of competeut jurisdiction . The inmate shall in such cases 
be accompanied by the Superintendent or by any other mem 
ber of the staff considered suitable by the Superintendent.

Escape and recapture of inmate of protective home or cor 
rective insillution . 


Provided that the period converted into & sentence of im 
prisonment by the Court shall not exceed three months at a 
time. 

( 3 ) On receipt of the orders of the court under the fore 
yoing sub - rule , the superintendent shall forthwith transfer the 
woman or girl along with the detention warrant to the prison 
for execution of the sentence of imprisonment. 

( 4 ) The Superintendent of the prison to which any woman 
or girl is ordered to vadergo il sentcmac of imprisonnent 
under şub - rule ( 2 ) shall inform the Superintendent of the pro 
tcctive homo or correctivo institution , as the case may be , of 
the due date of the expiry of the term of imprisonment al 
least 15 days in advance . 

( 5 ) On receipt of information under the foregoing sub - rule , 
the Superintendent shall bring or cause to bring the woman or 
girl to the protective homo or corrective institution , as the 
case may be on expiry of sentence of imprisonment ordered 
under sub - rule ( 2 ) , for undergoing the remaining period , if 
any , of her detention in a protective home or Corrective insti 
tution . 

( 6 ) The Superintendent of a prison to which a woman or 
a girl is sentenced under Section 7 or section 8 of the Act 
may , at any time, report to the court the case of any woman 
or girl who requires prolonged protection or such instruction 
and discipline as are condusive to her correction , and the court 
may thereupon , if satisfaction , pays an order of detention in i 
protective home or COTTOctive institution , as the case may be, 
for a term not being less than two years and not having more 
than five years , as the court thinks fit , 

( 7 ) On receipt of the order of detention from the court 
under sub - rule ( 6 ) , the Suprintendent of the prison shall forth 
with transfer the woman or girl along with the warrant of 
detention to the protective home or corrective institution as 
the case may be . 

( 8 ) The detention order as aforesaid shall bo executed in 
the same manner as a detention order passed under section 
10A of the Act . 


28 . ( 1 ) The Superintendent shall give immediate notice 
of the escape or recapture of any inmate of the home or 
Institution to : 

(a ) the Chief Inspector,

31. ( 1 ) No inmato shall be allowed to see visitors or receive 
lotters without the express permission of the Superintendent and 
no male visitor shall be permitted to interview any of tho in 
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matos except in the prosence of tho Suprintondent or any 
other member of the staff of the home or insutution so autho 
rised by the Suprintendent in this behalf , 

( 2 ) Every inmate newly admitted to a protective home or 
corrective institution shall be allowed reasonablo facilities for 
scoing or communicating with her relatives , friends or legal 
advisers for the preparation of an appeal. 

( 3 ) Parents and guardians may visit inınatos of a protec 
tive home or correclive institution on Sunday between 4 p . m . 
and 6 p .m . For Very urgent reasons , visitors may be allowed 
on other days and at other times with the special permission 
of the Suprintendent. The privilege of reciving visitors may 
be refused on the orders of the Superintendent as it punish 
ment for misconduct by the innate , or if it is used to intro 
duce any probibited article into the home or institution or if 
the parent or guardian has or is likely to have , in the opinion 
of the Superintendent, a bad influcnce on un innate or inmates 
or for any other sufficient cause .

exceeding three months. 
( 3 ) A punishment book shall be maintained by tho Suprin 
tendent, who shall record full particulars of the punisbments 
inflicated by him / her together with the nature of offences , the 
names of the offenders and the number of previous punish 
nients awarded to them , 


( 5 ) If the address of tho parents or guardians is known , 
they shall be given notice of any serious illness of the inmatc 
and the Superintendent shall answer any reasonable enqui 
ries made by the parents or guardians 


( 6 ) Inmates shall be allowed , if they so desire , special 
letter in order to inform the parents or guardians of their 
transfer from ono protective home or Correctivo institution to 
another . This shall not be counted as a lotter for the purpose 
of sub - rule ( 4 ) 


( 7 ) No letter shall be delivered to or sent by an inmato 
unless tho Superintendent haş satisfied himself / heisclf that 
its transmission is objectionable . 


( 4 ) An extract from thc punishment shall be sent by the 
Suprintendent to the Chief Inspector before the 10th of every 
month . 


Prohibited articiles. 

34 . Liquor, intoxicating drugs including opium and ganja 
shall be the prohibited articles and shall not be introduced , 
received , possessed or transferred in the protective homo or 
correctivo institution .

interviews or allow the despatch or icceipt of letters at short

( 9 ) A register shall be maintained by the Superintendent 
for recording the visits of parents or guardians of the innatos 
of the home or institution .

( 10 ) A register of correspondence betwcen tho Iomaies and 
their parents and guardians shall be maintained .

36 , ( 1 ) Whenever tho Medical Oflicer of a protective 
home or corrective institution considers it necessary to re 
move an inmate to il Civil Hospital for treatment as an 
indoor patient, he / she shall draw up a full statement of the 
case and forward thc Sainc to the Superintendent, who shall 
forthwith cause the inmate concerned to be sent to the 
hospital temporarily .

38 . ( 1 ) On a report from the Superintendent, the Chief 
Inspector may order any woman or girl detained in a pro 
tective home or corrective institution , whose behaviour is 
found to be good and that she is unlikely to commit any 
offence unde the Act, to be discharged without or with con 
ditions as he / she deems fit to impose and grant her a writ 
ten licence of such discharge in Form X

on licence unless she has resided in the corrective institution 
for a period not less than six months or in a protective 
home for not less than one -third of her detention , as the 
case may be . 

( 2 ) The Superintendent shall at the end of each month 
prepare statement of inmates who have to be discharged 
in the subsequent month and read out the statement to the 
inmates .

The 
inmate shall if necessary , be provide with suitable cloth 
ing . 

( 4 ) Every discharged inmate whosc destination is on or 
neor a line of railway shall be supolicd with a railway ticket 
of the lowest class. Payment of the fare shall be made by 
railway warrant where the cost of the journey exceeds to Rs. 
20 . In other cases , payment shall be made by cash . When 
a journey is to be made by boat, bus or steamer , the inmatc 
shall be provided with passage or passage money to the 
halting place nearest to her destination at the lowest rate . 
Every inmate who has to proceed a distance of more thin 
8 Kilometres by road or morc than 3 hours journey by rail 
or other mode of convevance shall on discharge be given 
subsistence allomnce at the rate of Rs. 2 , if the journey is 
to he completed on the following morning, and Rs. 4 , per 
any otherwise . 

( 5 ) In cases where the parent. relative , husband or guar 
dian of the discharged inmate fails to make his /her own 
arrangement to the charm of the inmate at the protectiv 
home os corrective institution . the inmate on lischarge shall 
The sent under the charge of an official of the home or insti 
tution who shall he responsible for the care and safety of
